I The World from the hands of the 
Pulitzers would bring to an end a 
journalistic dynasty whose name 
forever will be emblazoned across 
the pages of New York newspaper 
liistory. 
In its heyday, under the bold ad­ 
ministration 
of 
Joseph 
Pulitzer, 
The World ascended from a lan­ 
guishing state to one of power and 
influence. Almost from tile day he 
took it over from Jay Gould, in 
1883, the newspaper was a success. 
Challenged Others 
With The World Pulitzer chal­ 
lenged the position of James Gor­ 
don 
Bennett’s 
successful 
Herald 
and met the invasion of William 
Randolph Hearses Journal, which 
apparently set out with deliberation 
to win from Pulitzer his circulation 
and prestige in the New York field. 
Joseph Pulitzer’s three sons told 
a New York court the other day 
that the newspaper is unprofitable. 
They sought permission to sell it— 
and got it—to The Scripps-Howard 
newspaper interests, of which Roy 
W. Howard is chairm an of the 
board. 
Bought For $340,000 
Joseph Pulitzer, already the pub­ 
lisher of The St. Louis Post-Dis­ 
patch. bought The World impul­ 
sively for $346,000 in 1883. 
Within 
the next two decades New York 
saw a newspaper war which gave 
• the reading public such innovations 
I as comic supplements, photographs 
and headlines 
j 
Selling at two cents a copy, The 
World circulation boomed so rapid­ 
l y that the younger Bennett soon 
Zj was forced to reduce the price of 
Tile Herald. 
For a decade tnese two were the 
principal foes in a war which ap­ 
peared to be to the death. 
But in 
1895 Mr 
Hearst threw down the 
gauntlet to Tne World—and gave 
Mr. Bennett and The 
Herald a 
breathing spell. 
With the passing of the Pulitzers 
from 
the 
New 
York 
newspaper 
scene the Scrlpps-Howard organi­ 
zation consolidated 
The 
Evening 
and Sunday Worlds with its Tele­ 
gram as The World-Telegram, and 
killed The Morning World. 
3 Morning Papers 
This move would leave New York 
with three standard size morning 
newspapers—The Times, The Her­ 
ald-Tribune 
and 
The 
American. 
The Morning Telegraph, a 15-cent 
paper, 
caters 
largely 
to 
racing, 
theatrical and sporting news.* The 
Mirror and The News are in tabloid 
form. 
In tile evening field there would 
be The Sun, The Evening Post, 
The Journal. The World-Telegram 
and the tabloid, Graphic. 
All these, except 
The 
Journal, 
Mirror, Graphic and "Morning Tele­ 
graph. are members of The Asso­ 
ciated Press.
